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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REOUIREMENT 



In response to the Office Action dated May 3, 2005, Applicants provisionally 
elect, with traverse, Species I: Figures 1-11, which is covered by claims 1-32. 

Applicants traverse the rejection on various grounds. For instance, no explanation 
has been provided to support the basis for the restriction. It is incumbent on the 
Examiner to provide a reasonable basis for the restriction. Moreover, as set forth in 
MPEP § 803, if the search and examination of an entire appUcation can be made without 
serious burden , the examiner must examine it on the merits, even though the application 
contains claims to independent and distinct inventions. 
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While the inventions of Species I and 11 may be distinct (although 
Examiner has provided no supporting explanation in this regard), it is respectfully 
submitted that simultaneous examination of Species I and n will not present a 
serious burden. Indeed, the inventions of Species I and 11 are related to the extent 
that they would be commonly classified. Under such conditions, there would be 
no serious burden on Examiner to simultaneously search and examine commonly 
classified claims of Species I and H, especially since Species n are currently 
covered by two claims 33 and 34. Under such circumstances, it is respectfiiUy 
requested that Examiner maintain all claims in the same application.
